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A MUCH NEEDED LAW PAS»SED BY RECENT 
LEGISLATURE 
A law was passed at the regular session of th© 
last Legislature requiring the publication of all no­ 
tices now required to be posted. 
This is one of the 
best laws ever passed by the Legislature of the 
State, as it will do away with “ framed u p ” sales, 
etc., besides costing much less than the plan now 
in use and proving much more effective. 
Below is 
the law': 
“ An act to require the publication in som< 
paper of general circulation of all notices’ 
by law or contract to be given of any act o*r pro­ 
ceeding, whether public or private, or relating to a 
judicial, executive or legislative matter, which no­ 
tice is now authorized by law or contract to be made 
by posting notices in one or more public places, fix­ 
ing a time of such publication, and the copmensa- 
tion, naming certain exemptions, repealing all laws 
and parts of laws, in conflict herewith, and declar­ 
ing an emergency. 
“ Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State 
of Texas: 
“ »Section 1. 
That whenever by law notice is re­ 
quired to be given t>f any act or proceeding, wheth­ 
er public or private, or relating to a judicial, execu­ 
tive, or legislative matter, which notice is now auth­ 
orized by law or by contract, to be made by posting 
notices in one or more public places, such notice 
shall hereafter be given by publication thereof, in ? 
newspaper of general circulation, which has been 
continuously and regularly published for a period 
of not less than one year, in the county of which said 
act or proceeding is to occur; provided, that noth­ 
ing in this act shall be construed to require the pub­ 
lication of any general election, public road notices 
nor probate notices, when the appraised value of 
the estate in which same is issued is less than one 
thousand dollars, ($1,000) and provided further, 
th#< the provisions of this Act shall not apply to 
sales made under a written contract wherein it is 
provided that notice of sale thereunder may be 
posted. 
“ See. 2. 
All notices published under the pro­ 
visions of this act shall be printed at least once a 
week, for the period of time required for posting 
such notices. 
‘‘Sec. 3. 
In the event no paper should be pub­ 
lished in the county where such notice is required to 
be given, then such notices may be posted as nQW’ 
provided by law. 
“ See. 4. 
The price to be paid for all publica­ 
tions required by this Act shall be not more than 
one dollar ($1.00) per square of one hundred (100) 
words for first insertion, and not more than fifty 
cents per one hundred (100) words for each subse­ 
quent insertion, said publication fee to be taxed as 
other costs in the case. 
“ See. 5. 
All laws and parts of laws in conflict 
herewith be and the same are hereby repealed. 
“ See. 6. 
The crowded condition of the calendar 
and the necessity of this law creates an emergency 
and an imperative public necessity for the suspen­ 
sion of the constitutional rule requiring bills to be 
read on three several days, and such rule is hereby 
suspended and this act sh’ft^L.take effect from and 
after its passage, and it is so dRacted.”

The same weight 
of o k ra will rvlmost build up as 
much hum an flesh as the egg. 
It 
contains most of the elements re* 
quirod for hum an sustenance. 
And fu rth er it can be cut up and 
dried in exactly the same m anner 
th a t fruit is dried, and when p u t 
into w ater it beam about the same 
relation to the fresh o k ra fts dried 
fruit does to fresh fruit. Moreover 
it is of such a nature th at no bugs 
or weevils w’ill aeek to destroy it, 
as they do dried fruit, etc. 
One 
experim enter claimed th at he kept 
a ja r open two years to see if 
bugs would get into it and it was 
not bothered. 
Okra is a very prolific growth 
in this vicinity, for there w no 
known pest th at bothers the okra 
stalk, pod or bloom. 
As a d routh 
resistor it is the equal of cotton 
and produces an immense erop of 
pods. 
F u rth e r it is a continuous 
producer, m aking okra every day 
from the tim e it is of sufficient age 
to produce a bloom until it is kill­ 
ed by frost. 
One thing, however, 
is necessary, the pods must b«* cut

pods should be cut every tw o or 
three davs and those to«» h ard to 
eat should be cut from the stalk 
for it is their m aturing that stops 
fu rth er blooming. 
H ere is another use for it. 
As a 
cow feed it is richer th a n cotton­ 
seed meal and as a hog feed it is 
w ithout an equal. The only thing 
in the w ay is 
that it 
m ust be 
ground up in order to get a cow 
to cat it, or cooked to get hogs to 
eat it. F o r feed of course the po«ls 
need not be cut up to dry, b u t 
m erely cut from the stalk while 
tender and dried whole. 
Then for 
cows it should be ground an d soak­ 
ed or for hogs p u t into a wash pot 
and in w ater brought to a boil. 
I t m ust be cut while tender be­ 
cause it is in this stage th a t the 
food is stored up in the o k ra pod. 
The only thing in the way of 
o kra popularity as a crop is a con­ 
venient m ethod of g athering the 
pods, for a m an alw ays feels, after 
cu tting enough pods for a meal as 
though he had climbed a prickly 
pear with a wild cat under each 
arm. 
These are not ideas conveived to 
be far fetched or to be funny, but
